Although they are not legally binding and 
it would not be a procedural error for a local 
board to ignore a specific suggestion, they 
are relevant, Ina court case, the interpreta- 
tion of the Law and Regulations by the Direc- 
tor of Selective Service would be given care - 
ful consideration. LBMs come close to pro - 
viding the "uniform draft standard" that some 
are calling for,
